The prime minister then enumerated 
the main principles of such a settle- 
ment, declaring that if Ireland should 
give allegiance to the throne she 
would take her place in “the partner- 
ship of free states comprised in the 
Empire.”

Other points mentioned were a pro- 
vision for national security, which the 
British deemed indispensable for Great 
Britain and overseas communication, 
“The government of northern Ireland,” | 
the letter continued, ‘would retain all | 
the powers conferred upon her by the 
government of Ireland act, the unity of 
Ireland would be recognised by the 
establishment of an all-Ireland par- 
liament, upon which would ded'volve 
ihe further powers necessary to form 
a self-governing Irish state.” 

Continuing, the letter said:

“Northern Ireland will no doubt 
see many dangers in a_ settlement 
along these lines. It may be objected, 


for inetance, that the patronage in- 
volved in the various common depart- 
ments, such as the post office, cus- 
toms and excise, might be unfairly 
exercised on religious or other grounds 
or that though Ulster would retain 
control of its education and kindred 
subjects, the Irish government would 
be in a position to withhold the funds 
nevemary to défray the “Athtinistra- 
tive cost. - 
Ulster’s Industries 


“Moreover, it might be feared that 
if the all-Ireland parliament were in 
control of the import and export trade, 
the Industries of Ulster would be im- 
perilled. His Majesty's government 
recognises the fforve of these objec- 
tlons and desire to consider, in con- | 
sultation with yourself and your cabi- 
net, how they can best be met. They 
invite your cabinet to discuss with 
them the best means of dealing with 
these and similar matters, in particu- 
lar the appointment ‘of officials of 
northern Ireland, in departmerts sub- | 
ject to the all-Ireland parliament, the | 
collection of revenue ‘within the area | 
of northern Ireland against the im- 
position of discriminating duties and 
its citizens from insidious taxations. | 

“Ha Majesty's ministers believes | 
arrangements can be embodied in the | 
agreement now in view whereby these | 
difficulties can be met.

Northern Objections

grave difficulties would be raised for 
both parts of Ireland if jurisdiction 
over reserved subjects wag not con- 

ferred upon a common authority.” 

Customs Barriers
